The  September,  1969  issue  features  an 
article  by  a 12  year  old  girl,  Marlis 
Dean  entitled  "Relic  Writing  Machines". 

It  is  a fascinating  look  into  the  devel- 
opment of  the  mechanical  manual  monsters 
over  which  we  peer,  glare,  pound  and  mut- 
ter. Excerpts  follow: 

",  . .in  1875  Mark  Twain  submitted  the 
first  completely  typewritten  book  manu- 
script to  his  publisher  . . . The  first 
recorded  attempt  to  invent  a typewriter 
in  The  British  patent  office  was  Jan.  7* 
1714  when  Henry  Mill,  an  English  engineer, 
received  a patent  for  'an  Artificial 
Machine  or  Method  for  the  Impressing  or 
Transcribing  of  letters  Singly  or  Progres- 
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sively,  one  after  another,  as  in  writing, 
whereby  all  Writing  whatever  may  be  En- 
grossed in  Paper  or  Parchment  so  Neat  and 
Exact  as  to  be  distinguished  from  Print'  ", 
Henry  Mill  had  the  right  idea  but  there  is 
many  a slip  between  pen  and  typewriter  for 
his  machine  was  never  manufactured. 

The  balance  of  the  article  traces  the 
development  of  the  typewriter  and  how  pub- 
lic antipathy  was  overcome.  Illustrations 
of  early  machines  and  ads  lend  interest  to 
the  well  written  story  of  "Relic  Writing 
Machines . " 

THE  SILVER  MARKET 

The  high  price  of  silver  is  having  a 
profound  effect  upon  coins.  A recent  visit 
to  a large  seller  of  silver  coinage  dis- 
closed 100  bags  with  $1,000  in  each.  Among 
the  coins  destined  for  the  smelters  were 
many  Kennedy  halves  in  uncirculated  condi- 
tion. The  dealer  indicated  he  preferred  a 
quick  profit  rather  than  waiting  for  the 

long  term  sale  and  thus  many  coins  listing 
relatively  above  their  silver  value  were 
being  destroyed.  An  entire  bag  of  Mercury 
dimes  and  another  bag  of  Walking  Liberty 
halves  were  taking  the  "last  mile  journey". 

Because  the  bulk  of  the  coins  were 
dated  from  I960  through  1964,  it  is  a di- 
rect lead  to  a salient  fact  . . . common 
date  silver  issues  may  become  UNCOMMON  in 
future  years.

All  exhibitors,  particularly  those  who 
exhibited  non-competitive  displays,  re- 
ceived the  thanks  of  the  A.N.A.  The  photo 
exhibit,  sponsored  by  N.L.G.,  was  awarded 
a "Merit  of  Exhibit"  medal. 

COIN  WORLD  featured  the  N.L.G.  meeting 
in  a recent  issue.  It  was  the  only  publi- 
cation to  cover  it  in  depth  and  include 
photographs . 

CLEM  BAILEY  mentioned  this  group  (in 
a benevolent  tone)  in  his  column  and  de- 
tailed the  story  of  Ed  Rochette  and  his

JAMES  JOHNSON,  that  whiz  from  the  Coin 
World  realm,  has  joined  N.L.G.  Jim  is  a 
very  popular  writer  and  "is  a sure  indica- 
tion someone  slipped  up  by  not  sending  him 
a membership  blank  immediately.  He  is  one 
more  illustration  of  the  problems  inherent 
to  forming  this  Guild  for  so  many  prominent 
writers  have  been  temporarily  overlooked 
that  it  is  downright  embarrassing  when  the 
obvious  is  made  known. 

ERIC  NEWMAN  had  THREE  sponsors  and  was 
kind  enough  to  overlook  the  same  situation 
which  produced  a late  invitation.  The  pro- 
minence of  this  award  winning  numismatist 
certainly  merited  an  immediate  contact  but 
inadvertent  glossing  over  of  the  obvious 
caused  the  delay.  In  any  case,  we  welcome 
Eric  Newman  and  hope  to  make  amends. 

One  well  known  expert  rejected  a spon- 
sored membership  bid  and  his  reasoning  was 
interesting.  He  felt  charter  memberships 
were  discriminatory  and  the  red  and  blue 
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badges  so  indicated  this  feature.  Actually, 
N.L.G.  has  tried  very  hard  to  eliminate 
any  thought  of  membership  caste  considera- 
tions. It  is  one  of  the  few  organizations 
that  does  not  issue  numbers  to  members.  It 
offers  a choice  of  associate  or  regular  list- 
ing, depending  on  the  amount  of  active  in- 
terest the  applicant  wishes  to  express.  The 
basic  reason  for  charter  memberships  is  the 
same  as  in  other  groups,  a reason  for  quick 
acceptance  and  to  acknowledge  some  members 
were  first  to  join  and  that  in  return  for 
financial  assistance,  prestigious  efforts 
and  fraternal  help,  a Charter  Card  was 
merited. 

It  narrows  down  to  the  fact  that  an  in- 
dividual has  been  recognized  for  his  tal- 
ents and  he  or  she  is  a member.  Perhaps 
the  important  part  of  any  membership  is 
not  whether  a blue  or  red  card  is  issued 
but  rather  the  amount  of  interest  shown 
by  the  organization  and  by  its  members.

coin  was  a first  day  issue  of  the  Ken- 
nedy half  dollar.  Only  two  such  packages 
were  made  for  the  original  intent  was  to 
enjoy  a permanent  memory  of  the  moment 
when  a tribute  coin  to  a martyred  presi- 
dent was  released. 

John,  publisher  of  the  99  Company 
newsletter,  finally  sold  one  of  the  coin- 
stamped  envelopes  for  $100  and  it  ulti- 
mately was  resold  for  $2,000.  Practical- 
ly everyone  has  read  of  the  recent  sale 
which  brought  $18,000  to  two  of  the  three 
owners  of  the  certified  Kennedy, 

What  may  not  be  realized  is  that  the 
buyer  owned  ONE-THIRD  of  it  and  his  eli- 


mination  of  the  two  other  partners  for 

$18,000  brought  the  actual  value  of  the 
unit  to  $27,000  which  is  a heckuva  tri- 
bute to  an  idea  and  the  development  of 
the  99  Company,  producers  of  coins 
wedded  to  stamped  packages  to  indicate 
when  each  was  born. 

Question  to  John:  "Howcum,  if  you're 
so  smart,  you  sold  the  thing  for  only 
#±0C?  That's  O.K. , John,  I never  did  buy 
Franklin  Mint  stock!

COIN-WISE  EXTRA  - By  Leon  Lindheim 

Accompanied  by  my  wife  and  companion 
of  thirty-one  years,  I spent  five  de- 
lightful days  in  Philadelphia,  August 
12  through  16  as  an  observer  and  member 
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at  the  78th  Annual  Convention  of  the 
American  Numismatic  Association.  I anti- 
cipated, with  pleasure,  the  programs  that 
included  the  official  opening  of  the  new 
United  States  Mint,  the  cornerstone  lay- 
ing ceremony  of  the  new  building  of  The 
Franklin  Mint,  a meeting  of  the  Numismatic 
Literary  Guild  and  the  opportunity  to  see 
old  friends  and  make  some  new  ones.  But 
an  unexpected  pleasure  was  a visit  with 
Paul  Vincze  of  London,  England. 

Paul  Vincze  is  certainly  one  of  the 
world's  greatest  contemporary  sculptor 
medallists,  and  has  been  for  many  ye&rs. 

It  is  inconceivable  that  any  literate 
American  has  not  seen  at  least  one  of 
his  medals  or  a photograph  of  one.  And 
if  not  a medal,  then  one  of  the  more  than 
a dozen  coins  that  he  has  designed  for 
foreign  governments. 

This  artistic  genius  is  a true  inter- 
national. A Hungarian  by  birth,  a Bri- 
tisher by  adoption,  he  is  married  to  a 
charming  French  woman.  He  maintains  an 
apartment -studio  in  London  and  another 
on  the  French  Riviera  near  Monte  Carlo. 

With  all  this,  he  is  a frequent  visitor 
to  the  United  States,  where  he  has  many 
friends  and  admirers. 

A recent  work  is  the  "Moon  Medal."  It 
pictures  an  astronaut  on  the  moon's  sur- 
face, the  words:  "MAN'S  FIRST  LANDING  ON 
THE  MOON  - 20th  JULY  1969"  and  names  the 
three  astronauts.  The  reverse  shows  Her- 
mes, god  of  travelers,  facing  a Saturn 
V rocket,  while  around  the  perimeter  are 
twelve  cameos  showing  the  important  stages 
in  the  astronaut's  progress  from  "lift  off" 
to  "splash  down".  Of  the  dozens  of  medals, 
already  designed  to  commemorate  this  event, 
this  medal  by  Paul  Vincze  is  by  far  the 
most  artistic,  truly  showing  the  genius 
of  the  man. 

My  own  introduction  to  Mr.  Vincze 's 
work  was  in  1953 » when  he  designed  a 
series  of  medals  for  the  coronation  of 
Elizabeth  II.  In  recent  years  two  British 
historical  medals  have  been  my  favorites. 
The  first,  in  1 965 * commemorates  the 
750th  anniversary  of  the  signing  of  the 
Magna  Charta  at  Runnymede  on  Jume  1 5 * 1213- 
The  second,  a year  later,  marked  the  900th 
anniversary  of  the  Battle  of  Hastings. 

Both  show  groups  of  people,  a technique 
harder  to  master  and  convey  a message  than 
the  head  of  a man  or  woman. 

Vincze 's  very  latest  work,  which  has  re- 
cently been  released,  is  an  impressive 
piece  designed  for  the  Shakespeare  lirth- 
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place  Trust  to  commemorate  the  200th  anni- 
versary of  the  Stratford  Jubilee,  cele- 
brated in  early  September,  where  two  hun- 
dred years  ago  David  Garrick  wrote  a never- 
to-be-forgotten  Ode  to  William  Shakespeare, 
part  of  which  is  impressed  on  the  medal,  to- 
gether with  a likeness  of  Garrick,  The  re- 
verse shows  a man  and  a woman  showing  ad- 
miration for  and  paying  homage  to  the  im- 
mortal bard. 

Time  may  probably  prove  that  Paul  Vincze's 
best  known  work  will  be  his  set  of  twelve 
medals  picturing  the  signs  of  the  Zodiac,  He 
laughingly  told  me  that  his  charming  wife, 
Betty,  "tricked"  him  into  designing  these 
pieces.  He  fought  the  idea  because  of  the 
time  that  it  would  take  to  design  twelve 
medals;  but  to  please  her,  he  did  design 
the  Virgo  medal,  sis  a birthday  present, 

Betty  having  been  bom  under  the  sign  of 
Virgo.  The,  again  to  please  her,  he  de- 
signed the  Leo  medal,  his  own  "sign".  But 
now,  the  appearance  of  these  two  led  to 
such  clamour  that  he  capitulated  and  in 
slightly  less  than  one  year  completed 
the  other  ten. 

Currently,  he  holds  the  copyrights  on 
this  set,  and  it  has  proved  most  fortunate 
for  him.  While  a limited  edition  of  750 
sets  of  2-i"  diameter  medals  were  struck 
in  oxidized  or  antiqued  silver,  and  sold 
for  about  $350.00  for  a cased  set,  smaller 
1-t"  diameter  silver  medals  are  being 
sti^ick  in  sterling  silver  in  unlimited 
quantity.  These  sell  for  from  $105  to  $125 
a set,  750  cased  sets  of  the  smaller  me- 
dals in  pure  silver  were  also  struck.  The 
lucky  purchasers  of  these  limited  editions 
have  now  discovered  that  their  investment 
has  multiplied  many  times  in  value.  Sets 
and  individual  medals  have  also  been  struck 
in  gold.  These  gems  are  about  7/8"  in  dia- 
meter, with  a loop  attached.  They  make  beau- 
tiful charms  for  a lady's  bracelet.  Betty 
Vincze  proved  that  by  showing  me  her  charm 
bracelet  which  includes  the  Virgo  and  Leo 
medals . 

The  numismatic  and  cultural  world  is 
fortunate  to  have  a Paul  Vincze  in  our 
midst.  I am  fortunate  to  now  count  him 
among  my  friends  . . . thanks  to  attending 
the  78th  Convention  of  the  American  Numis- 
matic Association  in  Philadelphia.
